FIFTY HOUSES DAMAGED 

BY THE STORM AT OMAHA 

Omaha, Nebr., March 11.—The heaviest 
wind, rain and hail storm in the history 
of the city visited Omaha and Douglas 
county early today. It struck Omaha 
near Monmouth park, in the northern 
edge oY the city, and moved northeast. 
the greatest severity being experienced 
in the neighborhood iwof Thirty-third street 
and Larimore street. Although perhaps 
fifty buildings were more or less dam- 
aged, nobody was seriously injured. 

Persons who were caught in the storm 
had narrow escapes, and Mrs. Amanda 
Geary, who lives at Thirty-third street 
and Grand avenue, probably escaped death 
by being absent from home. Her house 
was picked up and scattered over 
a square of ground, bits of the 
furniture being found in a  wneigh- 
boring field. Telephone and elec- 
tric wires were strewn over the streets 
and a great number of poles were torn 
out.. Franklin school, one of the largest 
in the city, had to be abandoned tempo- 
rarily, A large chimney was blown into 
the roof, which caved in and demol'shed 
the interior of several rooms. Smal! 
buildings were blown about and several 
barns were torn to pieces. 

Methodist Church Destroyed, 

The Monmouth Park Method'st Ppisco- 
pal church was lIierally torn to pieces. 

The Immanuel hospital was badly dam- 
aged by a large chimney being blown 
through the roof. Several green houses 
were wrecked by the hall. Nearly all 
the skylights were blown off the Coli- 
peum bullding. 

Several near by towns in this county 
feport the worst storm for years. It was 
particularly severe at Valley and Elk- 
horn and at the latter place a Union Pa- 
cific train was struck by a falling coal 
chute and considerably damaged, al- 
though mone were injured. At Florence, 
8 miles north of the city and whére the 
city water works are located, the storm 
twisted several buildings from their foun- 
dations, but the water works plant was 
not affected. 

In Central park lightning struck several 
barns and was one of the elements that 
contributed to the havoc in this city.

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UEBEC, Canada, March 11.—Col-

Erwin Is Not Surprised. 

Savannah, Ga., March 11.—(Special.)— 
Marion Erwin, United States district at- 
torney, did not seem surpris2d to hear 
that B. D. Greene and J. F. Gaynor had 
been found in Quebec.

“What are you going to do about 
bringing them back to Savannah?” Mr.

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SHE SUICIDES 
BEFORE LOVER 


Miss Hankins Meets Con- 
ductor Duval in Memphis 
Then Kills Herself, 


LOVER BOUGHT POISON 


With Duval Looking On, Girl Swal- 
lows Hlaf Bottle Carbolic Acid. 
Miss Hankins’ Family 
Prominent at Brink- 
ley, Arkansas. 


Memphis, Tenn., March 11.—Anna B. 
Haakins, an attractive young woman of 
Brinkley, Ark., committed suicide in a 
local hotel thts morning by swallowing 
carbolic acid, and J. V. Duval, formerly 
a conductor on the Choctaw railroad, 
and now employed by. the Kansas City, 
Memphis and’ Birmingham railvoad, is 
locked up at police headquarters pending 
an investigation of the young woman's 
tragic death. P 

Shortly after 9-o’clock this morning 
Duval trudhed into the office of the 
hotel and told the clerk that a woman 
in one of the rooms was dying. He 
said that she had swallowed hajf a bot- 
tle of carbolic acid. Medical aid was 
summoned and the hotel employees has- 
tened to the assistance of the woman, 


but their efforts to save her were un- 
availirg and fifteen minutes later she was 
dead. ' 

Last evening Duval and the woman en- 
tered the office of the hotel and the cou- 
ple were registered under ussumed namés. 


| They then retired for the night. 


After being taken into custody by the 
police Duval said he had met the girl 
in Brinkley, Ark., about a year ago and 
that a mutual affection soon existed. 
He said that he had never met Miss 
Hankins clandestirely before, but admit- 
ted that she came to Memphis upon his 
invitation. He said that he bought the 
bottle of carbolic acid this morning upon 
Miss Hankins’ request, but did not know 
that she contemplated killing herself. 
The police are making a thorough inves- 
tigation .of the case. 

Girl of Good Family. 

Brinkley, Ark., March —Miss Anna 
Hankins, who is reported fo have killed 
herself in Memphis today, was a daugh- 
ter of Richard Hankins, a well-known 
resident of this place. She resided with 
her brother in law and sister, Mr. and 
Mrs. Paul Bergmen, atthe Brinkley 
house, a hotel conducted by Mr. Bergman. 
She wes 25 years of age. Miss Hankins

Lee McQuary emptied the contents of a 
double-barreled shotgth*into James Ray 
yesterday afternoon at 3:30 ‘o’clock be- 
cause Ray was visiting his sister, Miss 
Maybelle McQuary. The shooting took 
place at the MiccQuary home, on East Fair 
street, near Pearl, and just inside the 
city limits. ‘ 

McQuary threw down the gun after 
the shooting and fled. Ray fell to the 
ground with the blood pouring from a 
wound in his side. The ambulance was 
sent for and he was taken to the Grady 
hospital,,where he how Hes in a critical 
condition. 

The shooting created great excitement 
in the neighborhood and a large crowd of 
people ran into the streets and collected 
about the McQuary home. The reports 
from the gun were heard blocks away 


and the news was quickly spread that a 


man had been murdered. ; 

The police chased McQuary for 2 or 3 
miles outside the city, but falled to catch 
him, 

Miss McQuary is 17 years of age and is 
prepossessing in appearargce. A few weeks 
ago Ray met her and since then has 
been oalling at her home. McQuary no- 
tified Ray, it is said, that he was not 
wanted, but Ray seems to’ have paid no 
attention to the warning. 

Yesterday afternoon Ray called to see 
the young woman and he had be2n sit- 
ting on ‘the front porch talking with her 
only a short time when McQuary. ran out 
of the house with a gun in his hands. 
Without a word he aimed the gun at 
Ray and fired both barrels. 

Besides the woman, McQuary’s father 
witnessed the shooting, who did not. have 
time to prevent it. j 

McQuary’s people say he is not partic- 
ularly bright and at times has spells of 
dementia, 

The hospita! physicians think Ray may 
recover, althovgh he {s badly wounded, 
the shot having entered his left side. 

Efforts. were. madc¢ to catch McQuary 
by Officers Chandler and Ivey, and they 
rode several miles on their bicycles after 
him,

“THEY SWEAR JONES LIED 


Medical Experts Say the Valet’s 
Story Is Improbable. 
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RICE WAS NOT CHLOROFORMED 


Dr. Girdner Says That Rice Could 
Not Have Been Killed as De- 
scribed by Jones. 


New York, March 11.—Professor James 
Ewing, of the medical department of 
Correll university, who testified yesterday 
fur the defense in the trial of Albert T. 
Patrick, who is accused of the murder 
(f Wiliam M. Rice, was on the stand 
again today. His crogs-examination was 
comiinued by Assistant District Attorney 
Osberne, who put a long hypotheticai 
questicn that included all the history of 
Mr. Rice’s illness as related by Jones, 
ond by Dr. Walker Curry, and asked Dr- 
Ewing if he could find anything bet ween 
1: o'clock on the morning of Sunday and 
8 o'clock in the tvening wh2n Rice died, 
which could have caused death. 

Dr. Ewing said the question was so 
full of contradictions that he could not 
answer it. 

Mr. Osborne amended the qvestion and 
Dr. Ewing said there was no need for 
anything to intervene to cause death be- 
yohd the symptoms described by Dr. 
Curry. 

Dr. Ewing said that taking into con- 
sideration the consolidated patch in Rtce’s 
lung shown by the autopsy, together with 
the congestion and other conditions, he 


’ thought there was sufficient tto account 


for the death of a patient 84 years oid. 

Dr. John P. Girdner was the next wit- 
ness. Mr. Moore described the adminis- 
tration of chloroform as Jones said he 
pave it to Mr. Rice, and asked Dr. Gird- 
ner if it could be done that way. 

“In my opinion,’’ Dr. Girdner replied, 
‘it could not. The shock of placing the 
chioroform in a cone as described over 
the face of a patient would awaken the 
patient. Chloroform to be effective must 
be administered slowly.’’ 

Dr. Girdner said a chloroform saturated 
rag would not burn, as Jones described 
the burning towel he took from Mr. Rice’s 
face. He said he had made a number 
‘of experiments and based his reply upon 
the result of these experiments. 

Mr. Moore put the same hypothetical 
question as to the cause of death that 
he nad to Dr. Ewing, and Dr. Girdner 
replied: : 

“From the picture you have drawn I 
fourm the opinion that the patient died 
of oedema, or drop3y of the lungs, and 
that a remote cause of death was ne- 
phrytis.”’ 

“Did the patient die of chloroform poi- 
soning?”’ 

“There is no evidence of chloroforny 
poisoning in anything you have said.” .

Prince Henry and President Roose- 
velt Exchange Farewells by Wire. 
Prince Intimates That He 
May Visit the United 
States Again. 


New York, March 11.—Prince Henry 
of Prussia salled for Germany on board 
the Hamburg-American liner Deutsch- 
land this afternoon. His last day in 
America wag spent entirely on board the 
Deutschland, but it was well filled with 
pleasing incidents. 

The prince breakfasted early and about 
10 o'clock began to receive official fare- 
well visits from representatives of Ger- 
many in fis country and those of the 
United States government. Mayor Low 
was also a caller, and the prince, in bid- 
ding him farewell, gave him a hint that 
he had some intention of returning to 
America for a second trip. The prince, 
in reply to the mayor’s expressions, said: 

“I thank the citizens of New York for 
all their kindness to me, which I appre- 
ciate deeply. If I should return to 
America I should feel, when I reached 
New York, that I was once more at 
home.”’ . 

The members of the party that accom- 
panied the prince on his tour were his 
guests at luncheon. Covers were laid 
for twenty-eight persons in the dining 
room of the steamship and music was 
furnished by the band from the Hohen- 
zollern. At the close of the luncheon, 
when it came time to say goodby, the 
prince, taking a rose from the table, said: 

“This is the badge of that which I have 
been admiring during my entire trip to 
the United States—American Beauty.”’ 

He pressed his flower in his buttonhola 
and each guest followed his example.

Admiral Evans, taking the prince by 
the hand, said: 

‘I have only this to say to Prince Hen- 
ry and my brothers of the German navy. 
We are glad you came and sorry you 
are going, and hope you will come again.

BY THOUSANDS — 
THEY QUIT WORK 


Strike of Ureanized Labor Against 
Railroads 1s Spreading, 


Sixteen Thousand Men Out at Boston 
and Others Will Go Out Today. 
Senator Hanna Invited To 
Aid in Settling the 
Trouble. 


Boston, Mass., March 11.—The second 
day of the great strike of organiz2d labor 
against the demands of railroad and 
steamship companies that merchandise 
delfvered at freight depots by ‘the R. 8S. 
Brine Transportation Company be not dis- 
criminated against, found large additions 
to the ranks of the strikers. Nearly 6,000 
unign men were ordered out today, bring- 
ing the grand total of idle men up fo 
about 16,000, with the prospect of still 
greater increas2 tomorrow. 

One of the most important develop- 
ments of the day was the ordering out 
of ‘longshoremen at the docks of the Phil- 
ad2Iiphia and Metropolitan steamship 
companies, in consequence of which ves- 
sels of those lines were compelled to de- 
part with only partial cargoes, while 
the wharves are partially filled with the 
freight which the men refused to handle. 
Other docks are in similar condition and 
business is practically tied up there. 

The members of the General Teamsters’ 
Union, comprising 1,400 brick, sand, lime 


and cement teamsters, also went out this J 


afternoon, which virtually tied up the 
building trades by depriving them of ma- 
terial with which to work. 

A strong effort has been made to in- 
duce the Boston central labor union, 
which is composed of 90 affiliated trades 
ofall descriptions, to officially indorse 
i strike by ordering cut all its mem- 
bers and that body has the matter under 
consideration. The effect of such action 
would be to paralyze business of all 
kinds. The central labor unton has thus 
far taken no part in the fight. 

The state board of arbitration had 
before it President Coxe and the strike 
committee of the Allied Freight Trans- 
pertation council, but no way of settle- 
ment could be agreed upon. The com- 
mittee also waited upon Mayor Collins, 
where the serious condition of affairs 
was discussed and he wromised his best 
efforts to effect an understanding be- 
tween the parties at issue. Deeming the 
Situation sufficiently greve to warrant 
his taking such action Mr. Collins sent 
a telegram to Hon. M. A. Hanna, at 
Washington, asking that the national’ 
civic . federation, of whose executive 
committee Mr. Hanna is_ chairman, 
should interest itself in the matter and 
endeavor to effect a settlement by arodi- 
tration..

London, March 11—Expressions of 
steadfastness have today succeeded those 
of humiliation which were universally 
heard here yesterday on the publication 
of the news of General Methuen's disas- 
ter. There is little disposition to mini- 
mize the incident. but everywhere is 
heard the determination to maintain the 
tradition that blows serve to strengthen 
and stiffen British resolution. Lord Rose- 
bery struck the popular note today Mm 
a speech before the Glasgow students.

‘Tt will not dishearten us. We have 
got to see this thing through. We must 
take the blows which fortune deals ug 
with equanimity, ‘showing ourselves 
worthy of better fortunes.” 

Lord Rosebery expressed the hope that 
more prosperous times were in store. 
ard that in the future ‘it would be our 
proud memory that when our country 
passed through the storm we did pot 
for a moment flinch and were not for 
an instant dismayed.” 

Réports from the continent that the 
defeat of G2neral Methuen was followed 
by another fight, also favorable to the 
Boers, occasion some anxiety, owing to 
the absence of news from General Gren- 
fell’s column of 1.300 men, which left 
Klerksdorp to join General Methuen. It 
is thought that possibly General DeLarey 
may have attacked Grenfell. 

The war secretary, Mr. Brodwick, when 
asked in the house of commons today, 
what steps had been taken in view of 
the success of the Boers against Genp- 
eral Methuen, to send Lord Kitchener 
reinforcements, said 6,000 yeomanry 
would ke immediately embarked, with 
large drafts of cavalry and infantry. 
Lord Kitchener would be given all the 
assistance he asked for.

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BRITONS FIGHTING. CUBA 


They Object to Reciprocity Treaty 
with United States. 


FEAR LOSS OF THEIR TRADE 


Delegation from Chamber of Com- 
merce Presents a Memorial to 
Lord Lansdowne. 


t 


London, March 11.—A delegation from 
the chambers of commerce visted the for- 
eign secretary, Lord Lansdowne at the 
foreign office today and presented a me- 
morial relafive to British trade with 
Cuba, pointing out that it was feared 
that when the administration of that 
island was handed over to the Cubans 2 
reciprocity treaty would be negotiated 
admitting Cuban products into the United 
States at reduced rates of duty and grant- 
ing corresponding preferential] terms to 
American produce and manufactures by 
Cuba. 

“The United States,” says the memo- 
rial, ‘‘when declaring war on Spain, ex- 
pressly stated that their action would be 
limited to freeing Cuba from Spanish 
rule. It was therefore understood by 
those in Europe engaged in trad® wit" 
Cuba that no measure would be adopted 
at the conclusion of the war which would 
restrict or destroy their trade with that 
island. Such a reciprocity treaty as that 
anticipated would undoubtedly put an end 
to European trade with the island. The 
chambers, therefore, most earnestly re- 
quest that the utmost effort be made Pb- 
his majesty’s minister at Washington to 
prevent the signing of any such treaty, 
or at least to secure the most favored 
nation be continued by Cuba to this coun- 
try. It is represented that French and 
German interests woulda suffer by a 
reciprocity treaty. and it is suggested a 
joint protest might be effectual in pre- 
venting a change adverse to the interests 
of Europe in trade with Cuba.”’ 

The interview was private, but it {!s 
the Associated Press understanding that 
while promising to look into the matter 
Lord Lansdowne gave but faint encour- 
agement to the delegation. 


BOY KILLED BY BURNING OIL.

Columbia, S. C., March 11.—(Special.)—

Motion was 
made to pay W. B. Chapman. one of 
the alssessors, $250 as extra compensa- 
tion; but objection wais raised, as he {is 
paid a galary of $1,000 per annum as mar- 
shal, to include his services as assessor.

Later in the same 
month Hardwick sent Fleming another, 
in which he said that he had anticipated 
that the acceptance of his invitation to 
address the people of the district to- 
gether and at the same time would be 
conditioned by the status of Fleming’s 
duties in Washington. Hardwick asked 
for a clearer and more definite reply, but 
according to the letters that will appear, 
he received necne. 

Replies Not Satisfactory. 

On February 28 Hardwick again wrote 
Fleming, telling him that as he had not 
received satisfactory replies to his two 
former letters, and that as Fleming had 
attacked his record in the legislature, 
and as there were irreconcilable differ- 
ences between them, he would go before 
the people of the district. He notified 
Fleming of the following appointments: 
Thomson, March 18; Appling, Columbia 
county, fourth Monday in March; Irwin- 
ton, Wilkinson county, first Monday in 
April; Warrenton, Warren county, first 
Monday in April; Lincolnton, at the next 
term of Lincoln court, fourth Monday in 
April; Louisville, Jefferson, first Monday 
in May. In Glasecock and Hancock dates 
are not yet set. 

If Fleming cannot meet and discuss ths 
issues, according to Hardwick's letter, 
the latter will cancel every .appointment 
made, and will not make others, provided 
Fleming will signify his willingness to 
meet him on the stump within a reason- 
able time before the close of the cam- 
paign. 

Fleming answered Hardwick from 
Washington on March 4, telling him that 
he could not absent himself from his du. 
tie: for t@’o months ‘unless under circum- 
stances more urgent than those now ap- 
parent; that for him to make eight trips 
would cost $400, as he still pays his rail- 
road fare. He recognized no necessity f§r 
his leaving Washington, he said, and 
would not do so unless by request from 
his constituents, to which he would re- 
spond. He said he did not expect ‘Hard- 
wick to cancel his engagements. 

“fF shall submit with the best grace l 
can to the advantage your personal pres- 
ene2 to the people may give you,” con- 
cludes Fleming’s letter.

MECHANICAL AND INDUSTRIAL 
SCHOOL IN. TOCCOA, GA. 


Captain e A Cooper Encourages 
Movement by Giving Land 
for the Building. 


Toccoa, Ga., March 11.—(Special.)—A 
school for fhe mechanical and industrial 
education of negro boys has been started 
in this city. While the beginning is small, 
the nucleus. has been .formed for. the 
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CAPTAIN GEORGE A. COOPER, 
of Toccoa. Ga.

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building up of an enterprise which is ex- 
pected to accomplish much good in this 
eection of the state, 

The colored people in this neighborhood 
have been quietly working on the move- 
ment for some months, and now their 
labors have achieved tangible results. 
Ground has been broken for the modest 
building in which school will be held this 
summer, 

The Rev. J. B. Dinkifis, a young colored 
Methodist preacher, who has been sta- 
tioned here for the past few months, !s 


the prime mover in the enterprise and is 
being assisted by J. Everhardt, a shoe- 
maker, and H. C. Owen, a merchant, 
both industrious and energetic colored cit- 
izens Of Todcoa. These negroes have 
succeeded in interesting other negroes in 
this and other towns in their enterprise, 
and sufficient money has already been 
subscribed to erect a small frame build- 
ing, work upon which has already been 
started. 

To Captain George A. Cooper, one of 
the oldest citizens of Toccoa, is largely 
due the impetus which has been given 
this school movement. This gentleman, 
fearing of the determination of the ne- 
groes, donated 8 acres of land, admirably 
situated within the limits of the town, 
for the purpose of erecting a_ school 
building, thus enabling them to put up a 
much more substantial structure than 
they otherwise could have done. 

Captain Cooper is a large land owner 
of this city and one of Toccoa’s most 
substantial citizens. He was born in Au- 
gusta, Ga., seventy-three years ago, but 
for the past ten or twelve years has 
lived in Toccoa. Since: he located here he 
has been deeply interested in the devel- 
Opment and growth,of the town. He 
makes the donation .as a means of plac- 
ing the struggling ‘venhtfire on its feet 
and as an encouragement to others who 
have at heart the promotion of useful- 
ness and morality among the blacks -to 


‘come to the assistance of the enterprise. 


The principal of the school states that 
they expect to start with twenty-five pu- 
mils, whom they will instruet in wood- 
work, blacksmithing, fruit raising, ete. 
The gtudents will do truck farming and 
taise chickens—in fact, enythirg which 
will help support themselves while in 
school. 

Work of Fort Valley School. 

Fort Valley, Ga., March 11.—(Special.)— 
The work of the Fort Valley High and 
Industrial school for colored youths is 
still being carried on with a great deal 
of spirit, despite the recent heavy loss 
by fire. The school had the misfortune 
recently to lose its main building, to- 
gether with all equipment, entailing a 
damage of over $10,000. 

Most of the work on the campus had 
to be suspended so that the work shop 
might be used for recitation purposes. 
Under a contract with the crate factory, 
some of the boys will work there until 
the new building is completed. The money 
thus earned goes into. the school fund 
to help pay their board and tuition. 

Plans have been drawn for the erection 
of a new three-story building, to con- 
tain recitation rooms, shops and offices, 
the third story to be used as a dormitory 
for boys. The building material has al- 
ready arrived and everything around the 
campus presents a very busy aspect. 

George Foster Peabody, of New York, 
visited the school recently. He has been 
of great material assistance to the insti- 
tution in the past, and was an interested 
spectator of the wark being done. He 
was accompanied by Professor E. C. 
Branson, of the State Normal school at 
Athens. tie pase Branson is a trustee 
of the school and advises with Principal 
Davison as to the adjustment of the cur- 
riculum, so as to make it conform to the 
needs of the class of people for wrom 
the institution was founded. 

The industrial department of the school 
is one of its most important features. 
Here boys and girls are taught trades 
that will be useful to them hereafter. 
The main object of the institution is to 
‘neuleate habits of industry and self- 
reliance into the young negroes, so that 
they will be self-supporting. 

The campus of the school comprises 
32 acres, on which is erected a large, 
new, two-story dormitory for the girls, 
a large eight-room cottage, used as a 
teacher’s home, and a commodious work- 
shop, in which the boys are taught car- 
pentry and mechanical drawing. The 
principal, J. W. Davison, has wdrked 
hard for the success of the school and 
to put it on its feet after the recent dis- 
aster. The school ts splendidly situated, 
in the fruit belt of Georgia, and the 
white people of this gectfon have been 
very liberal in their support of the enter. 
prise. It is the determination of the 
management to pattern the school after 
the lines of the Tuskegee Normal:and In- 
dustrial school of Alabama.

The letter accepts arbitration under the 
conditions laid down by the strikers’ com- 
mittee in a conference with the chamber 
of commerce the day previous. 

The First Point Is Yielded. 

Today the first point yielded since ar- 
bitration was decided upon was made by 
tre strikers in a letter to the street car 
officials. In this they agree that charges 
against street railway employees must 
be proven to the satisfaction of a com- 
mittee, one to be appointed by the Nor- 
folk Street Railway and Light Company, 
one by the employees and these two to 
select a third, to hear evidence. The de- 
cision of this committee shall be final, 

All day long, until darkness fell, the 
regular quota of cars was run on sched- 
ule time without a military guard.

ELOQUENT ADDRESS IS MADE 


Illinois State Building Is Accepted 
by Governor Yates, Who in Turn 
Consigns It to the Care 
of the Exposition 
Authorities. 


Charleston, 8. C., March 11.—From the 
moment that the buglers of the artillery 
band saluted Governor Yates with a fan- 
fare: as the street parade began this 
morning, to the last round of cheers 
which the colonels and other visitors 
gave for the women of Charleston at the 
lilinois building this afternoon, the cele- 
bration of Illinois day was a notable suc- 
céss. 

In the parade was a long line of car- 
riages containing Governor Yates, Presi- 
dent Wagener, Mayor Smythe and Colonel 
Smith, chairman of the Illinois commis- 
sicn, the members of the governrcr’s staff, 
members of the commission and promi- 
nemt citizens of Illinois and members of 
the committee on entertainment. They 
were followed by a battalion of United 
States marines, the corps of cadets of the 
South Carolina Military academy and 
citizens under the lead of seven civilian 
marshats. 

The parade was met at the gates by a 
j:eat crowd of citizens, who followed the 
lilinoisans into the auditorium building, 
the band playing ‘‘Dixie’”’ and the people 
cheering. ‘The exercises consisted of ad- 
dresses of welcome by President Wagener, 
of the exposition company, and Mayor 
Smythe and responses by Governor Yates, 
Colonel Smith and Mayor Bryan, of Pe- 
oria; Henry Dunlap, of Savoy, Ills., and 
Mr. James ‘Templeter. 

Governor Yates’ Address. 

Governor Yates’ eloquent address was 
received with great enthusiasm. After 
graceful references to South Carolina’s 
exhibit at the Chicago exposition and 
an intimation that the visit of the Illi- 
nois delegation and the erection of a 
state building was in the nature of re- 
ciprocity, he paid tribute to the state’s 
share in the revolution and said that ‘‘the 
late Spanish-American conflict has proved 
to the world that South Carolians love 
their native land with all] the ardor of 
the olden time.’”’ . 

‘What shall be said,’ he continued, “of 
the changed relations now existing be- 
tween Illinois and South Carvlina? 

“It seems to me the best thing to do is 
not to attempt to deny the fact that once 
our states were not friends. How could 
we deny it? The first things you show us 
are Fort Sumter and Castle Pinckney 
and Sullivans island and Morris island and 
we think at once of Anderson ard Beaure- 
gard and the ‘Old Swamp Angel’ and al- 
mest hear the thunders of bombardment.

But let us, 
like the painter of old, make the‘ dis- 
ccvery that the hand of brotherly love 
cen be s) placed as to so absolutely con- 
ceal the scar that none but the hand and 
the scar itself are so much as conscious 
of its exist=nce at any timé.”’

As soon as the exercises were concluded 
the visitors went to the woman’s build- 
ing, where a luncheon was served to 
Governor Yates and his party. 

The governor and party then repaired 
to the beavtiful NWlinois state building, 
vhich was formally turned over to Gov- 
eynor Yates by Colonel Smith, of the 
state commission.

Building Material Alone Will Come 
to $250,000, as Convicts Will 
Furnish Most of the 
Labor on the New 
Structure. 


The department of justice will ask con- 
gress at once for the appropriation of 2 
quarter of a million dollars to make ad- 
ditions to the federal prison in Atlanta. 
Only one of two large main buildings 
originally contemplated have been built, 
and the new building, when authorized 
by congress, will be built in front of the 
one now completed and occupied. 

While the details have not yet be2n 
given to the public, it is understood that 
$100,000 will be asked for granite for a 
new main building, $100,000 for other nec- 
essary materials and $50,000 for smaller 
buildings. Included {n the latter estimate 
will be some stables, a house for the 
warden, a large shelter wnder which the 
convicts can do certain work, and sev- 
eral smaller items. Under the plans of 
the authorities the convicts are to be 
used in dressing the stone for the new 
building under the direction of skilled 
overseers. This was the policy pursued 
in the erection of some of the buildings 
‘'t Leavenworth. It is only by the use

SUBTLE CHAIN 
OF EVIDENCE 


Out-of-Town Witnesses in the 
Landers Case Reaching 
the City. 


NO DATE HAS YET BEEN 
FIXED FOR THE TRIAL 


The Defendant Was Once at Work in 
the Redemption Department of 
the National Postal Service 
in Washington. 


The government witnesses against Wil- 
liam G. Landers, the-yourg man charged 
with taking postal property from the 
redemption office 
bringing it to Atlanta, are now in the 
city and yesterday two of them held a 
long conference with Assistant District 
Attorney Bell, arranging the line of pros- 
ecution. 

George M. Scott, chief of the redemp- 

tion division, from which the 2-cent 
stamped envelopes, 1,000 in number, were 
taken, and Dr. E. J. Collins, of the same 
departmert, reached Atlanta Monday af- 
ternoon. Inspector Wilson came in from 
Washington list night, bringing with him 
the envelop¢® which are said to’ have 
been stolen and which were reclaimed by 
the postoffice department from the At- 
lanta office, where they were sold, it-is 
claimed, by the indicted party, William 
G. Landers. 
The chain of evidence by which the 
government will attempt to put the of- 
fense upon Landers is full of pecujiar 
features and appears impregnable. Lan- 
ders held a place in the redemption de- 
partment and had been considered a 
competent and honest employee. Among 
other duties assigned him was 
the destruction of postal mate- 
rial which was for ary  rea- 
son wanted out of the way. A short 
time before Landers resigned a package 
came to the redemption department from 
Los Angeles, Cal. It was made up of 
the 1,000 2-cent envelopes—envelopes of 
antiquated design, some of them having 
been turned out by the government in 1884 
and others in 1890. These envelopes were 
done up in the regulation style by the Los 
Angeles postmaster and reached Wash- 
ington bearing the marks on the boxes 
which the California official had placed 
there. The bundle was turned over to 
Landers for destruction. It was his duty 
to cut the stamps off and place the rest 
of the envelope in bags provided for that 
purpose, these bags being intended for 
the purchaser of old paper in Washing- 
ton, 

But the envelopes were not destroyed 
and made their second trip to Atlanta 
yesterday, this time in the possession of 
an inspector. 

Marks Were Not Changed. 

The prosecution will seek to show that 

Landers, instead of carrying out his in- 
structions, brought the envelopes to At- 
lanta and sold them .to the office here 
for $20. The envelopes were in the same 
boxes which contained them when they 
left Los Angeles and those boxes bore 
the same marks plzced on them by that 
western official. The possession of a thou- 
sand anvelopes stamped by one per- 
son apparently in no line of business 
aroused a suspicion and the postal au- 
thoritics were communicated with. An in- 
vestigation followed, which resulted in 
Landers’ arrest. 
The envelopes were placed in the same 
boxes and were shivped across the coun- 
try to California for identification. The 
postmaster on the slope identified the en- 
velopes and also recognized the marks 
which had been made on tre boxes. Then 
the goods were returned to Washington, 
where they remained until Inspector Wil- 
son started south with them to be 
used as evidence in the trial. In the 
chain of evidence there is not a link 
missing to show that the envelopes sold 
in Atlanta were the same cnes which were 
sent from Los Angeles, Cal., to the re- 
demption department in Washington 
where they were turned over to Landers 
for destruction. The marks on the boxes 
by which the California man identified the 
boxes hac in no wey been obliterated. 

So far no date for the Landers trial 
has been set but the presence of the

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BREWERY LOCKOUT © — 
MAY SOON BE ENDED 


Concessions Expected, and National Executive Committee's 
'“ Session Here Brings Out Recent Decision of 
A. F. of L, in National Convention. 


(From The Cincinnati Times-Star.) 

The brewery lockout may be brought to 
an abrupt end by concessions on the part 
of the brewery workmen, as demanded 
by the brewers and stationary engineers. 
The preliminaries are already undcr way 
and are the result of the meeting of the 
entire committee of the National Associa- 
tion of United Brewery Workmen, who 
are in session here. The expected decision 
of the Executive.Council of the American 
Federation of Labor, of which President 
Samuel Gompers is chairman, is looked 
for with much interest by the brewers of 
this section and the stationary engineers 
and firemen involved in the 

Present Labor Conflict 

with the brewery workers. The decision 
is expected to touch upon the conditions 
that exist here and will be based upon 
the resolution adopted at the national 
ecnvention at Scranton, Pa., last Decem- 
ber. The convention adjourned December 
14. The resolution, which was concurred 
in, provides that within ninety days from 
the end of the convention the brewery 
workers transfer back to the engineers’ 
union any member whom they may have 
induced to leave for the purpose of join- 
ing the engineers’ union whieh they were 
trying to organize. 


The Ninety Days 
will be up next Thursday. Failure on the 
part of the brewery workers to recognize 
the action lays them liable to having 
their charter revoked.

Whereas, At the Louisville conven- 
tion jurisdiction was apparently given 
to the National Brewery Workers’ 
Union under certain conditions, over 
engineers, firemen and _ teamsters 
working around breweries; and, 

Whereas, The conditions therein im- 
plied were grossly violated by the 
Brewery Workers’ National Union; 
and, 

Whereas, Said violations of said im- 
plied terms have tended to disinte- 
grate the Engineers’, Firemen’s and 
Team Drivers’ Unions; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Nationa] Union 
of United Brewery Workers be and are 
hereby instructed by this convention 
to at once cease chartering engineers, 
firemen and team drivers, and to 
transfer the members taken by them 
from the Engineers’, Firemen’s and 
Team Drivers’ back to their respective 
unions within a period of ninety days 
from the adjournment of this conven- 
tion. 

In view of the serious complications 
which exist at the present time, and 
have existed for years past between 
the United Brewery Workmen, engi- 
neers, firemen, coopers and teamsters, 
entailing disastrous results, tending 
toward the disruption of the five or- 
ganizations involved, the Grievance 
committee recommends that this con- 
vention give absolute authority to the 
incoming executive council to -settle 
this dispute on the lines laid down by 
the adoption of the findings and recom- 
mendations adopted by the Louisyille 
convention referring to the subject, 
said dispute to be adjusted within 90 
days. The organization or organiza- 
tions failing to accept the decision of 
the executive council] shall be disci- 


plined to the extent of having their 

charter revoked by the American Fed- 

eration of Labor, and the committee 

earnestly recommends that all hostili- 

ties cease, in order that the executive 

council may better take up this seri- 

ous question and the interests of the 

parties involved be conserved.

Friends and Comrades—We, the under- 
signed International Union of Steam En- 
gineers and Union of Stationary Firemen, 
charter members of the 4merican Federa- 
tion of Labor, hereby ke it known to 
our fellow workmen to &ll upholders of 
true union principles, and to the public at 
large, that the boycott declared by the 
union of United Brewery  Workmen 
against the Brewers of Cincinnati, Ohio, 
and €ovington and Newport, Ky., is part 
of a gross and outrageous conspiracy on 
the part of that body to force. these 
strictly union firms to violate a solemn 
contract recently entered into between 
them and the members of the said In- 
ternational Union of Steam Engineers
